Watch the great servers at Wimbledon. They are 


aculely aware of the vilal 


importance of rhythm and co- 


ordination. So must you be-whether it is aces you are 
after or ordinary fast, well-controlled serves, 
Good timing is impossible without them. 


You may have an accurate 
“throw-up" of the. ball, be able 
to “throw” your racket-HEAD 
at it most powerfully, have 
good balance and weight trans- 
ference, but untess all these 
Mecessary componcnts are in 
harmony, your service will not 
have great speed nor is it likely 
fo be uncer consistent control. 

Here Isa “check-up” to refer 
tu when practising, 

1. GRIP, With the racket 
on its edge, grip the handle at 
the end as you would 1 chopper. 
The palm of the hand is partly 
on top of the handle and you 
should feel it as a “finger-grip,” 

2, STANCE, Stond so that 
you can look al the spot at 
which | you are alming with 
bOth eyes and wilhout having 
to screw your neck {to do’so.
